We are glad to see that Mr. Scott, Com 
missioner of Crown Lands, has inaugurated 
his advent to power by announcing a more 
liberal policy towards those of our settlers 
who reside 1m the free grant territories, 
and that to in the direction which we have 
beon advocating through the columna of 
the INTELLIGENCER; and which the mem 
ber for North Hastings, Dr. Boulter, repeat 
edly urged upon the late Government.

$9,000.

Method of Ascertaining the 
Weight of Cattle While Liviug. 


This is one of the utmost utility for all 
those who are not experienced judges by 
the eye; and, by the following directions, 
the weight can be ascertained within a 
mere trifle: Tukea string, put it around 
the beast, standing square, just bebiod the 
shoulder blade; measure ov # foot rule the 
feet and inches the animal is in circum- 
ference—this is called the girth; then, 
with the string, measure from the bone of 
the tail which plumbs the line with the 
hinder part of the buttock, direct the line 
along tho back to the fore part of the 
shoulder blade; take the dimensions on 
the toot rule as before, which is the length, 
and work the figures in the following mun- 
ner: Girth of the bullock, 6 fect 4 inches . 
length, 5 feet 3 inches; which, multiplied 
together, makes 31 square superficial feot; 
that again multiplied by 28 (the number 
of pounds allowed to each superficial foot 
of cattle measuring less thaa.7, and more 
than 5 in girth), makes 728 pounds; sod 
allowing 14 pounds to the stone, is 50 stone 
18 pounds. When the animal measures 
less than 9, and more than 7 feet in girth, 
81 is the number of pounds to euch super- 
ficial foot, 

Again, suppose a pig or any amall beast 
should measure 2 feet in girth, and 2 feet 
along the back, which, multiplied together, 
make 4 square feet; that multiplied by 11, 
the number of pounds allowed for cach 
square foot of cattle measuring less than 3 
fect in girth, makes 44 pounds; which divi-

Yards. 


A London correspondent says: The last 
day of December closed up a year of hither 
to unparalelled activity ant prosperity in 
ship-building industry of the Unired King- 
dom. The resources o! every ship-yard ang 
tnarine engine-shop in Seotlaua and upon 
the eastern coast of England, have been 
worked tu their utmost capacity, and to 
complete the vessels ordered in the eatly 
part ol the year, and latterly buiiders have 
been forced to refuse orders which would 
have been gladly accepted twe ve menths 
ago. Even the idle and sbendoned sbip- 
yards upon the Thames have been stirred 
into new lilaby the enormous demand tor 


+] steam tonnage, and they now exbibit quite 


an moposing array of vessels in the various 
stages of construction. The toanage limit 
of the United Kingdom. in 1871 reaches the 
vast aggregate of 490,000 tons, of which at 
least 400,000 tons isin iron steamships. 
Estimating the carrying power of molern 
stvam tonnage at only double the capacity 
of anil tonnage, we have the equivalent of 
800.000 tons of sail tonnage added to our 
ocean transportation in the past year. The 
Clyde, a8 usual, heads the Jist to the nom= 
ber of vessola and toral tonnage, Its ahip= 
butlders completed in 1871, 233 trou voasels, 
of 211,850 tons, against 200, of 177,000 tons, 
in 1870, and 204, of 183,200 in 1869, Tho 
Tyne and ite adjuining distriota ranks next, 
with 147 veasels, mensuring 181 903 tons, 
an average of no leas than 1,238 tona to 
enoh, The building yards of Hull, Liver= 
pool and Bolfast bave all been fully em-

The Prof. then closed a most inter- 
esting and instructive address, which was 
delivered with bis usual eloquence and 
humor. 

In the discussion that ensued, Prof. Mc- 
Gann said he had never listened to a lec- 
ture which gave him so much pleasure,and 
that he fully concurred with the Lecturer 
in regard to Sabbath School teaching. 


Mr. OC, P. Kellogg considered the method 
of teaching pursued in our Sabbath Schools 
was decidedly wrong.

The Timber Question. 


A deputation, composed of the Wardens 
of the Counties of Hastings, Frontenac and 
Lennox and Addington, andf¥omo M.P.P.s, 
Waited on the President of the Council on 
Friday last week, with the object of ascer- 
taining if some arrangement could not be 
made,by which local milla would be se 
cured a supply of lumber for home con- 
sumption,and not haye it swept off entirely, 
as it is likely to be under the present system 
of licensés, The deputation also called the 
attention of the Government to the necessity 
of an increased expenditure on the Colom- 
zation Roads east of Toronto, and particu- 
larly op the Roads north of the Counties 
they represented. They pointed out that 
the building of Railways into the interior 
would be the most satisfactory means of 
development. 


Mr, Blake expressed hia appreciation of 
the difficulty tbat settlers were likely to 
labor under for the want of timber for 
local consumption, and stated that it was 
the desire of the Government to bring about 
some arrangement that would meet the 
case and not interfere with vested interests. 


The question is no doubt a difficult one, 
but requires immediate attention if the 
settlers in the north part of the Connoty are 
to retain any timber for local consumption.

The desire 
for partnerships aries’ usually from’ the 
neceasity of combining capital, and where 
‘capital is'60 Combined and the business “is 
conducted by a head in every way fitted 
for 1, the venture may be regarded as 
safe; but nothing is more certain to bring 
about disaster than to engage in an enter- 
prise with a party of capitalists whose 
whims. and fears, and freaks must always 
be consulted before a vital point caa be 
acted upon, The time spent in consulta- 
ton isexpensive—the delays which pre- 
cede decision on points of mutual undeér- 
standing are expensive—the whim or ex 
periment of an unpracticed brain may cost 
thousands of dollars—in short, there is 
everything against and nothing for, @ part- 
nership whera tho partnera are not easen= 
tially practical and always at their post, 
We bave seen more ill feeling engendered, 
and more money squandered, by ill-con~ 
ditioned partnerbsips, than by failures 
from all other causes, 

Tho business requires the unity and con- 
trolling influence of onu’ directing mind, 
even though there muy bu dozens of exports 
engaged in the supervision of the branches; 
and when a daty is dependanc upon two 
or more parties, unless they act prompt and 
in perfect concert, they are continually in 
oach other's way, andfall of them are 7» 
hindrance to tho business. Even though 
a dozen ‘corporators of a mianufacturipgy 
establishment resolye pons plan or policy 
it should be left for one man to execute it, 
eyon to the direction of the details, for ao 
sure as they form themselves into go-oper- 
ative Inborers their different methods of 
doing the same thing will bring about con- 
tusion and defeat pointe of expedition and 
certainty.

The Bill for the registration ot voters 
lately passed by the Manitoba Legislature, 
excites great indignation amongstthe im- 
migrants, whom it excludes from yeuny 
for two years, ; 

UNITED STATES, 

The Secretary of the Treasury appeared 
before the House Committee on Commerce 
on the 8th, and read u bill expressive of 
his views of providing aid for the maritime 
interests of the United States. The bill 
authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to 
offer a bounty of not more than $10 per ton 
to be paid each year for a perlod of five 
years for the construction jin the United 
States of iron steamships of not less thao 
1,000 tons each, the bounties to be paid for 
not exceeding 500,000 tons in the aggregate, 
nor for more than 100,000 tons in any one 
year,; the said vessels to be employed ex- 
clusively in foreign trade. The bill further 
provides for the payment of eight dollars 
per ton forall sailing vessela of 400 toos, 
builtin the United States for the foreign 
trade, and for vessels of 200 tons six dollars 
per ton, Tho bill further provides for a 
bounty to vessele engaged in the fishing 
trade, and for remission of certain duties 
now imposed on them. 

On Friday last a colored man named 
Archd Embry was shot aud killed at Gala 
Rock, Arkansas, by two young men named 
Dempsey. The brother and fatherof the 
murdered man then attacked an old gentle- 
man named Tucker, charging him with be- 
ing the cause of the killing. They shot Tuc- 
ker twice, and beat him until they thought 
he was dead. He was alive, however, on 
Saturday, but there is no hope of his recov- 
ery.

He had felt aa they feel, and 
he tried, so far as in him lay, to interest ¢) 
world in their sufferings, and to display the 
virtue that was hidden beneath their dirt 
and rags, His books came from his heart, 
and therefore went straight to the hearts of 
his readers, The sufferings of Charles Dick- 
eos came upon him from the fault of others. 
Yer he did not sink into the mire; he kept 
himself above the level of his, rade compans 
ions, and wae known asthe ‘‘ young gentle- 
man.” When he emerged from this ordeal 
he carried witb him nothing but the memory 
of days of sorrow and nights of pain, The 
soil of low associations clung to him no more 
than the dirt which he waghed from his 
hands, ‘This lesson of his will teach more 
than any of hid novels. In this little frag- 
ment of autoblography we are not reading « 
meré work of imagioation—we are looking 
back, as through an inverted glass, upon a 
poor, sickly, half-taught boy, fighting the 
battle of the world with a heroism that 
almost moves to'tears.

A Petrified Man. 


Prince Aatonio Boncompangoi, of Piom- 
bino, Senator of the Kingdom of Italy, has 
trausmitted to Bologna one of the greatest 
curiousities that the public may lave ao 
opportunity of examining. 

This curiosity, which has been in the 
possession of the family of the Prince of 
Piombiao for a long pdfiod of years, is a 
petrified man, which has been restored by 
Professor Bertolitana. The historical origin 
of this skeleton is not known. All that is 
certain is, that it was sent as @ present to 
Pope Gregory XV. (162128), but the mem 
bers of the family of Prince Piombino pre- 
tend to know, through family traditions, 
that a Japanese deputation brought it to 
Rome as a precious gift to the Pope, at the 
same time with a folding screen and a table 
ofebony. These three articles are still to 
be seen in the Palace of the Prince of 
Piombina, 

The skeleton wus then exposed to view 
in the country house (Casino) de l’Amora 
of the Villa Luyodist of Gregory XV., but 
it was subjected to gradual and slight mu 
tiiations by the acquisitive aod inquisitive.

He had 
been let out without legal authority, not 
even a written “recognizance haying been 
taken, This, he must remark, was a very 
improper proceeding, Whon a constable 
has a prisoner under arrest, either by authori. 
ty of a Magistrate or by direction of a private 
person, he is Hable to a penalty for allowing 
hié prisoner to go withoat the authority of 
the Police Magistrate or gome one authorized 
by law. The Chief had, under a mistaken idea 
of bis duty, allowed his prisoner togo. Fally 
four-fiftha of the prisoners tried before him 
were not arrested on warrants, and the pri-~ 
woners attended to stand their trial. It pri- 
vato persons were thus protected, then it was 
a strange thing if the Police Magistrate were 
to be theonly person in the community un- 
protected. He did not intend to visit any 
penalty on the Chief of Police, as he had act- 
ed in accordance with what he thought his 
duty. So far as the prisoner was concerned, 
he did not intend to try him. 

Mr. Bell would like to see the information. 
on which McCourt was committed, also the 
warrant tor bis apprehension and detention 
in custody. 

The Magistrate said McCourt wae not 
under arrest. 

Mr, Bell considered that McCourt was 
under arrest, and he had surrendered him- 
self for trial this morning—otherwise why 
why was he present? 

The Magistrate ruled that McCourt having 
been liberated on incompetent anthority, 
constituted a voluntary escapé; therefore he 
could not be under arrest.

(From the Montreal Gazette, eb, 10th.) 

There was little change yesterday in the 
aspect of the Alabama question, Influen- 
tinl English journals, including the Times, 
adhere to the opinion that England cannot 
condescend to act on the defensive before 
the Geneva Tribunal aguinst the claims for 
constructive damages. Oo the other band, 
the New York Z'imes,which may be assum- 
ed to express the views of General Grant, 
declares that it 18 certain the Américan Gov- 
ernment neither can nor will abandon its 
interpretation of the treaty ag to the pre- 
sentation of claims, If the British Govern~ 
ment refuse toconcede this right—which 
has nothing to do with the 
justice of the claims themselves—then, says 
the Zlimes, the Geneva Arbitration must 
break down, and “the moat hopeful effort 
“ever made in the interests of peace ano 
“fair dealing between nations will prove a 
“disastrous failure.” If each side continue 
to stand upon its extreme rights, there will 
be some difficulty in Coming to an under~ 
standing, But upon whom should the 
blame be cast? It is now generally con- 
ceded that the United States hus no chance 
ot establishing or recovering one cent of 
the claim for constructive damages which

to benefit society and morality but by the 
licensed dealers, who ought to be men of 
good moral character, as they generally 
are, and haye good accomodation for the 
travelling public, and be - strimgently 
obliged to keep orderly houses,” 


With the first part of the quotation I cor- 
dially agree, because while “spirituous 
liquora are allowed to be manufactured,” 
there are those who will sell them for gain, 
even if they do admit, as does * one of the 
83,” their injurious effects upon the human 
system; yes even when the sellers know it 
brings temporal and’ eternal ruin to their 
customers, 

With the second partI cannot agree, 
“that there is no other way;” tor “ society 
and morality” \3 not benefitted “by the 
licensed dealers,” and every day’s experience 
teaches us that it is not 60, Ho also tells us 
they ‘fought to be men af good moral charac 
ter.” Can that man be 8d who by his calling 
does what he can persistently from day to 
day, and would even take part of the Sab- 
bath also to destroy the good moral charac- 
terof his customers? [think not, and the 
fact that One of the 38” states that the

pretation of the treaty is correct. What, 
then, has the United States to lose by re- 
tracting a demand which is not only offen- 
sive to England, but useless to herself? 

Some soreness is now manifested by 
Americans that the unfounded nature of 
their claims for indirect losses should so 
speedily and conclusively have been de- 
monstrated, They accuse the English 
Government of having hada purpose in 
attracting the attention of the press to this 
point.” The three independent arbitrators, 
they say, must necessarily be largely in- 
fluenced by the inspiration which each re- 
ceives from his government, and the de- 
nunciation of the American olaims was in- 
tended to call attention to the distinction 
between claims for direct and claims !0, 
indirect losses. ‘The study of publicists 
“and rulers in Europe” says one journal, 
“will now be turned to a more careful in- 
“ vestigation of the treaty and of the char- 
“acter of our demands than has heretofore 
“been given; and as agsistance to Uon~ 
“tinental study in the right direction it 
“ wil) be opserved that while the London 
« Times moderates its tone and pleads for 
“absence of emotfon, it steadily works 
“away to demonstrate that our claims are 
“not only unauthorized by the treaty but 
“are preposterous,” 


This explanation, however, will hardly 
account for the communication on the aub- 
ject addressed by the British to the Ameri~ 
can Government. . The nature of this com- 
monication is thus explained by the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the N. Y. Times : 


“It conslats, ao far as the government Is yet 
advised, of a note from Earl Granville to Gen~ 
eral Schenck, the substance of which the latter 
communicates by telegraph. This note is not 
in the nature of a demand,.nor even a request, 
that there shall be avy withdrawal of the claims 
for indirect damages, It alludes to the exclte- 
mentin the public mind and in the press on 
the subject, aud ascribes It to the different {n- 
terpretation put upon the treaty by the United 
States from that which it recelyed at the hands 
of the English government, ‘Lule simply gives 
this government an apportuolty, if it desires, 
of making an explanation, or even withdrawlog 
that part of the case which fa the subject of 
misinterpretation; but there {sno demand on 
the part of the Eoglish goyernmont that such 
action should be taken,’? 

It is obvious that in the reply which will 
have to be made to this communication, a 
means is afforded the American government 
of setting themselves right, and obviating 
all further difficulty, .No concession is de- 
manded, but an appeal is simply made to 
their sense of right and justice, Apart 
from the demand for constructive damages, 
there ure other serious objections to the 
Case, The tone throughout is arrogant 
and offensive. This is fully admitted by 
Americans themaplyes. ‘ For ourselycs," 
saya the N. Y. Hvening Post, one of tho 
most able and impartial journals published 
in the United States, “we think that parts 
of it are written with an asperity of langu- 
age which might well have been spared, 
The constant assumption that the British 
government acted in bad faith may be 
justly offensive to British pride, and does 
not strengthen in any way our position 
before the tribunal. More dignity of style, 
more reserve of language, more close ad 
herence to substantial facts, would seem to 
us better fitted to an amicable arbitation 
between two enlightened nations.” If no 
retraction of demanda be made in the reply 
to the English representation, an apology 
for the old Bailey style of argument adopt- 
od by the United States counsel will, at 

nuch to expect,

and as M. Thiers passes along the corri- 
dors —a little forgotten, it must be confessed 
—he can read in their angry tones, their 
saores nnd sapristis—that he is in antagon- 
ism the most complete with the nation, 
Everywhere he looks he sees the korizon 
black against him, After being the Say~- 
jour of bis country, it would 
conclusion to an honorable career, to be 
something like its destroyer, Twice the 
Assembly lias in this debute rejected his 
proposals for a solution—to every admou- 
ition he so far turns an adverse ear. 


But what is more lamentable, because it 
js unchivalrous, ig his falling back as the 
friend of agriculture, when Industry aud 
commerce declined to follow him, for the 
question is ovarly,but not quite one of free 
trade; 1t is the maintenance of France 
as a competitor in the markets of the worlil 
Agriculture was never more prosperous itt 
France than before the war, aud eveo now 
official documents prove it, and whatever 
affection the “rurals” may. retain for the 


by his pseudo-free-trade policy he enabled 
them to make money, It is friste to witness 
M. Thiers, in order to screen his personal 
obstinacy, laboring to set the country in 
arms against the towns. Politically it is 
imprudent, economically it is nonsensejand 
in all respects perilous. ‘ 

Should the Assembly yield by a small 
majority to the moral pressure of the Gov. 
ernment, the question of the future will be 
not to support M. Thiers, but to find hi 
successor—an better guardian of the vitalin- 
terests of the country, The Cabinet that 
can only resemble Montesquien’s savage, 
who cut down the tree to gather the fruit, 
cannot inspire people at home or abroad 
with the ability of France to be up to time 
to pay “her indemnity.

If thero was ono policy of the late 
Ontario Government that deserved to be 
commended more than another, 1t was their 
Emigration policy, The appointment of 
efficient agents to visit the old world—the 
information that was conveyed to the rural 
districta of Great Britain—the distribution 
of pamphlets, maps, posters, &c., giving a 
description of Canada, and its resources— 
and the vigorous and energetic manner in 
which the whole machinery was managed 
by Hon, Mr, Carling, and his assistants, 
had the effect of bringing thousands of able 
bodied emigrants to our shores, who other- 
wise would in all probability have passed 
through to the Western States. The ad- 
ea of having this class of emigrants 
amongst us can scarcely be estimated, and 
it is to bo hoped that the same policy will 
be as vigorously carried out under the prea- 
administration as it was under the

We observe by the Kingston News that the 
Dominion Government si about inuugurating 
a more Vigorous and progressive policy upon 
this question, The News says: “ The policy 
of assisting immigrants to this country by 
partially paid*passages as is done by some 
of the Australian colonies has often been 
debated in Canada, but our proximity to the 
United States has so far operated as a check 
to any such action onthe part of the Cana~ 
dian Goyernment. Besides whieh it has 
beon felt, that as the passage ratea to Cana- 
da were much cheaper than to Australia, 
there was not the same pressing necessity 
to help the poorer class of immigrants to 
reach this country by giving them an agsis~ 
tant passage. Something like permissive 
and voluntary application of the plan of as- 
sisted passages 18, however, we understand, 
about to be countenanced by the Govern- 
ment ot the Dominion, The Department of 
Ottawa has information to the effect tha, 
yery considerable numbers of agricultura) 
laborers aud other descriptions of immigrants 
both single men and families are desirous of 
coming to this conntry but are unable to pay 
the wholecost of a passage and outfit, Some 
of them are represented to be able to make 
up five pounds sterling or their friends 
would do so for them, The remaining cost 
of a passage and outfit, say $15 per statute 
adult, it is supposed, might be advanced by 
employers of agricultural labor in Canada, 
Tn such case our GoW@rnment authorizes its 
agents in Canadato be the medium of 
transmission of such adyance to any of the 
Dominion agents in Europe, who will be 
instructed to afford all the assistance within 
their power, or to any other responsible per- 
sons, who may aot for the intending immi- 
grants, but the responsibility of the Domin- 
jon Government will not extend beyond 
guaranteeing the safe transmission of the 
taoney. This action shows that the Cana~ 
dian Government 1s willing to give every 
facility for the promotion of immigration in 
this way, and it rests with thoso who are in 
eager want of farm servants to advance a 
few weeks wages in the manner proposed 
and so secure a laborer—now-a-days a prize 
amid the general scarcity. We should bo 
glad to find this plan extensiyely tried the 
coming season and to hear of it doing well, 
would undoubtedly be a 
strong encouragement to adopt the Austra- 
lian plan of granting assisted passages to 
all desirably classes of laborers and 
artizans,??

One of the most diabolical outrages ever 
perpetrated in this vicinity was committed 
yesterday, A span of horses and sleigh were 
ftolun from the premises of Mr, Francia Gar- 
diner, who resides about a mile and « half 
from tho city ; and the stables were then set 
on fire, the result of which was, that several 
horges, twenty-two head of cattle, a large 
quantity of hay and straw, farming imple- 
ments, &., Kc, were destroyed, before the 
inmates of Mr,Gardiner’s house could render 
any, assistance. A telegram was received 
yesterday from Clayton, N. Y., stating that 
a span of horses"nd sleigh, supposed to have 
been stolen, had arrived there. Mr, Gardi- 
ner’s brother left for Clayton in order to see 
if the stolen property could be idontified. It 
is to be hoped that the acoundrel who com- 
mitted this outrage will be brought to jus- 
tice, Mr. Gardiner is aquiet and most 
inoffensive person, and it is difficult to deter- 
mine what was the cause which induced the 
perpetrator of the malicious act to destroy hia 
property.

5,000 Yankee Rifles Captured, 
Texan Filibusters in Mexico. 


Defeat of the Government Troops 
at Puebla. 


San Francisco, Feb, 14—Advices from Ma~ 
eatlan, via St, Lucas, say tho rebels still hold 
the city, and havo obtained some successes over 
the Federal troops tor Lenora. « 

Five thousand rifles, with ammunition, sent 
out from New York for the use of the rebels at 
Mazatlan, were selzed by the Government offi- 
cers at Acapulco on the steamer Montana, 
Matamonas, Mexico, Feb, 183—A party of 
Texuos, headed by an Individual named Joan 
Muuoz, baye crossed over to Mexico at Guer- 
cro, to carry on hostilities in the interest of 
Juarez They threaten the city ot Mier, now in 
Posseesion of the revolutionists. General 
Quiroga, the revolutionary commander, has 
tent a force from Camargo to oppose the party 
of Junu Munoz 

A dvtachmunt of Quirdga’s cavalry is at Rey— 
08a, 2) leagues hence. 

The revolutionlats have postponed the attack 
on Matamoras until the fall of San Luis, which 
is hourly expected, as the Government troops 
defending the city arc demoralized and cannot 
hold out much longer, 

A battle near Puebla is reported to have 
taken place between the forces of Dinz and the 
Government troops under General Rocha, The 
fighting was desperate. After several vain 
attempts to rally his men, General Kocha was 
completely routed, and his brother dangerously

Descending again to ihe village, we 
valled nt a Buddbiat temple, the first I had 
net since leaving Hukodadi. It was benu- 
‘fully situated jn a deep grove, and wan 
Here, for the first 
ood only time since onr arrival in Japan 
we bebeld the Tycoon’s creat hung out, I 
bad not supposed such an exhibition to be 
at all allowable. We expressed a desire to 
enter, and were at once shown in and in- 
vited to # seat on the matted floor in front 
of the altar, where we were surrounded by 
a bevy of shaven priests, who came to 
Steet us dressed in full canonicals. The 
main and side altars were gorgeously 
arrayed with golden lotus leaves, candele 
bras in bronze and gold, censor Yases, and 
images of gods and minor deities, 

Minister De Long baving pliced a little 
Money beforé one of the gods, the hearts of 
the priests were unlocked, so they lighted 
up the altar and temple in a blaze of light, 
ordered tea and candies, and told us the 
history of the temple and the volcano, 
Finally they unrobed for our barbarian eyes 
4 veiled image, evidently’ to be looked 
upon only by tbe most godly. We well 
understood, by the 1mmediate prostration 
of our guard bnd officers, that they had 
disclosed their most sacred idol, and we 
felt complimented accordingly, 

All of these gods had little plates of rice, 
potatoes, Ash, &c., sitting before them, aud 
to our horror we observed our.dog quietly 
robbing one of the most prudish-looking 
of them all of his rations. Before we could

Great Fire in Toronto, 


The following additional particulars of 
the firein Toronto, we copy from the T'ele- 
graph to day : 

Moses Staunton owned the four westerly 
stores. Two of them are bat nominally 
damaged, one is partially gutted, and the 
fourth 18 totally destroyed. A small por- 
tion of his stock was destroyed. The four 
warehouses were insured for $25,C00, dis 
tributed among the Lancashire, Western, 
London Corporation, and Liverpool & Globe. 
He loses about $10,000 on the buildings,and 
nothing on his stock, which was fully cover~ 
ed. Mr, Staunton intands repairing and 
rebuilding at once, 


Wm. Myles owned the four central ware- 
houses, which are totally destroyed. He is 
insured in the Scotish Imperial, Globe and 
London and Liverpool tothe aggregate of 
$36,000 and loses about $12,000. He alao 
intends rebuilding at once, and indeed has 
already purchased a portion of the necessary 
material for that purpose, 


Thompson & Burns owned the remaining 
three warehouses, which are also destroyed: 
They are insured for $28,000 and lost 
about $13,000,

Our New Marchmont Home, 


Miss McPherson's Marclimont Home, 
which was rented by the County Council of 
Hastings, to enable her and her co-laborers 
to carry on thelr charitable work of emi- 
grating destitute children from London, and 
other places in Hogland, to our country, and 
from which, within the past two seasons,over 
700 Boys and Girls haye gone out to find 
homes in this and other counties of our 
Dominion, has been destroyed by fire, to~ 
gether with nearly every vestige of ite con- 
tents, and sad to relate, one little boy, Robert 
Gray, some six years old, lost his life by 
wandering back into the building after 
having been rescued, 

The fire took place on Monday morning, 
tthe 29th January last, about 2 o'clock, amidst 
a heavy gale of wind and severe snow storm. 


Had not the fire been discovered by one of 
the inmates, no doubt every soul (18 ‘in 
number), would have perished within ten 
minutes from the time of the firat alarm. 

To begin the work anew, a suitable house 
had to be obtained, and this was supposed to 
have been accomplished, but after waiting ten 
days wo found ourselves disappointed, and 
had to Jook anew for another ; this we found 
could be accomplished best by making a pur- 
chase fora permanent distributing home in- 
stead of again trying to rent. We found a 
house in a pleasant locality on Yeomans’ Hill, 
north of the late home; the house, with 
some alterations, will maké a more suitable 
home than the one which was burnt, and by 


purchase, the improvements will not be lost, | 


The ground contains about 8¢ acres, and 
has three leading atreets, so that the build- 
ings are Isolated and stand no risk of fire 
from other buildings. Ths house is a two 
story one, with a story and a» half kitchen, 
with still another of one story, used as 
kitchen and woodhouse, all rough-cast out- 
side, and well finished within, Also, barn, 
stable, and other suitable outbuildings of 
wood, ata proper distance from the house, 
This property has cost us $8,000, and is con- 
sidered by good judges very low, as the build. 
ings must have originally coat $3,000 in- 
dependent of the land itself. 

‘To secure this property for our new home 
we have paid down out of our contributions 
the sum of $750,or oae fourth of the purchase, 
and hope to raise still a larger sum in this 
County. We have also on hand about $100 
in money, furniture, &c., toaid and nsslat in 
refitting the building, and for furniture, &c- 
all of which have come in spontaneously since 
the fire. 

Oar object is not to relax our exertions in 
obtaining all wo can within the County of 
Hastings, but while we do this we desire to 
to make our appeal toour Protestant breth-

cutertainment, or wherein refreshments are 
sold, or of such place wherein such in 
toxicuting liquor 1s sold, “and also apy 
other person or persons who for him or in 
his employ delivered to such person the 
liquor whereby such intoxication was 
caused, shall be joiatly and feverally (solid- 
airement) liable to an action as for personal 
Wrong, if brought within three months 
thereafter, but not otherwise, by the legal 
Tepresentatives of the deceased person ;

THE LICENSE BY-LAW. 


Mr. Holden moved the suspension of the 
rules for the purpose of reading the license 
By law a second time—Carried. 

Council went into Committe@ on the By- 
law. Mr. Lewis in the chair. 

Mr, Holden said there were two ways of 
dealing withthe subject of licenses—one 
was to limit the number of licedses. He 
Was opposed to this, and thought the best 
Way was to impose restrictions which no 
respectable man would object to, and to 
raise the price of the licenses, which they 
could not seriously object to. At present 
tavern-keepers had to give no security that 
they would obserye the town By-laws or 
the laws of the country. Shop-keepers 
did haye to enter into a bond, The first 
Clause of his By-law required that both 
classes of applicants should enter into a 
bond, that the sureties should make affi- 
dayit that they were possessed of $400 oyer 
their just debts, und that they wero not 
otherwise bound to the town, The next 
section specified the conditions to be com- 
plied with before the Inspectors reported, 
The condition sought to be imposed was 
that the applicant should haye a yard 
opening from a public street, and shed 
accommodation for at least eight horses. 
The consequence of the non-requirement oy 
such accommodation had been that it was 
easy for parties to turn their houses into 
taverns. By this means we had got too 
mapy taverns, It was also proposed to 
reduce the number of saloon licenses,grant 
ipg two only, instead of four as heretofore. 
The prices of licenses were fixed as follows : 
saloon, $100; tavern, $80; shop, $70. 
Thofo who chose to conform to those con- 
ditions ought to haye licenses. If he had 
control of the affuira of the Province he 
would prohibit the manufacture or salo of 
intoxicating liquors, which was a great 
evil and productive of a vast amount of 
evil. The law,however,authorized tavernay 
and they had to deal with the law as they 
fonnd it, He considered that the greatest 
barm came trom the shops. He conceived 
he bad ‘lone bis duty. and it was for the 
Council to accept or reject the By-law. He 
concluded by moving the adoption of the 
first clause.

Papal Infallibitity, 


T bad the privilege to listen to the lec~ 


lure of the Rey. H, Brettargh on Papal 
Infallibility the other evening, The well 
known abilities of the Rey, gentleman as 
well as the peculiar interest attaching to 
tle subject, attracted many non-Catholics 
to hear him. hoy were anxious to learn 
how the lecturer would define and support 
4 dogma that has recently created so much 
controversy in the religious world, and so 


much dissension among many distinguished 
theologians in the church of Rome. As 
the lecture was addressed not only to 
members of his own Church, but to out- 
sidets, the remarks I am about to make 
will, L hope, not bu thought obtrusive nor 
offensive because they may seem to trench 
upoh the dangerous ground of Sectarian 
polemics, 

From the lecturer's standpoint thejargu- 
ments addressed may appear to be very 
\ngenious and conclusive; but he will par- 
don me for saying that he failed to carry 
Conviction to my own mind, aod bis learn- 
od casuistry will hardly satisfy those seek- 
ers after trath, who prove all things and 
hold fast tat Which 1s good,” 

The detinition given of Papal [nfullibiti- 
ty was such as to limit it to the moat 
modest dimensions and was not ut all cal- 
culated to alarm noo-catholics as to the 
aggressive designs of the Papacy. The 
lecturer Stated that the doctrine did not 
imply that the Pope was.at all impeccable 
nor oll«wise in material affairs. Possessing 
the common infirmities of mortals, he was 
liable to sto ag other men, ay well as liable 
to have erroneou sopinions on scientific or 
philosophic subjects. But it was claimed 
that where he spoke as bead of the Church 
be was infallible in all matters of dogmatic 
troth, In other words, ho was inspired by 
the Holy Ghost and thereby kept from the 
possibility of teaching Error in Religion or 
Morals. The lecturer contended thatevery 
church believed itself infallible in this 
sense, that is that it was not capable of 
teaching error and that it was theretore in 
consistent notto allow the possibility of 
this attribute to the Churob of Rome: 
and it the body were infallible therefore 
the head must be sotoo, The reply to this 
is yery simple. Ifthe mere belief of the 
the Church itself that it is infallible woalt 
make itso, and if because the body ia ia- 
fallible the head must be so too, then all 
churches having that belief, and the heads 
of those churchea,are possessed of infallibi 
lity. But inasmuch as they do not all 
teach the same, but often satagonistic 
doctrines, this cannot be teuz.; There can 

be only one infallible Church (if; even such 
a thing be possible) and all tiers must be 

in error; and that is whutthé Clurch of 
Rome believes and teaches; but this very 

fact destroys the force of the lecturer's argu 

meat. 

‘The necessity ot some final authority ty 
decide all vexed questions ia Ethics ant 
Theology was illustrated by the Courts of 
Justice and Final Appeal, established by 
all civilized commuaities for the purpose 
of finally stating what the law is, sad thus 
determining legal disputes: If the Pope's 
ipse divit were confiaed to the interpreta 
tion of the canonical and known law, the 
ritual aud ceremonies of the Church, the 
analogy would hold good, aud uo one out- 
side of that Churob would havea right to 
complain so, long a8 the members of the 
Church chose to submit to such fist arbi» 
trameot and authority, But whea we are 
told that the Pope is infallible in the re- 
gions of abstract trath,both in religion wad 
morals, aod at the same time thar unless 
one believes ald the trath so taught —that 
if he believes one jot or tittls more or lest 
he ig by that much more or less of a 
Christian, and cannot bo saved—it Is quite 
another thing. 

It is understood that there are questions 

both ia science and philosophy upon which 
learned men cannot agree. What would 
be thought of the proposal to ap-~ 
point some one Saban, who should have 
the power to settle all such moot questions, 
and declare "What was and what was not 
the absolute truth in auch cases? And 
why not? One appears to be as reasonable 
as the other, On the ground of convenience 
the argument ia equal, And surely the 
truths in theology are in many respects 
quite as recondite and speculative os they 
are in science and philosophy. What cao 
the Pope know as such, any more thao ao 
equally intelligent divine, about the origin, 
of evil, of the mysterious doctrine of the 
Trinity, or the irreconcilable dogmas of 
necessity and free will?’ “But we are told 
that ho id {napired by tie Holy Ghost, and 
therefore cannot teach érror, But whoro is 
the proof of this assertion 1 If this can be 
established by sufficientevidence, there te 
an end to the controversy, It ja not necoss 
sary to guy that the mere) assumption on 
his part of auch divine inspiration does 
not demonstrate the fact, It will, therefore, 
be seen that the very tact upon which the 
whole dogma is founded, rests upon mer 
assertion, and ia Jeftupproved. Asa chain 
in not stronger than its weakest link,aoither 
ie an argument sound, where any of iw 
premises are faulty or not established, 

But wo are told that this Goyma is not 
the enunciation of uny new truth; nvither 
isthe prevent Popo infallible because the 
Inte Council baye declared him so; but 
that tho Pepe bas alwaya beon so by virtue 
of hia office as head of the churoh, The 
defendera of the doctrine are forced to 
take this position, otherwise they would 
have a greater diffloulty to contead with, 
For if the gift of infullibility waa a delegated 
one that ia, a gift inherently 
od by the Council representing the wholo 
church—it either could not be delegated to 
one person, or if it could, it might be re~ 


possess

seen one Pope sanctioning what another 
bad condemned, one denouncing» another 
for heresy and immorality, sod even going 
so far as to mutually apatbematize and ex- 
communicate each other, and ut one of the 
early councils the Pope was condemned 
for denying Christ and sacrificing to idols, 


Theso Popes wore surely not all inspired 
and therefore infallible. If they were, the 
doctrine is monstrous and leads to infidel 
ity, It they were not, then the Pope is 
not inspired by virtue of being elected to 
the Papal cbair, - 

Until'the Rev, Mr.Brottargh can oxplain 
these difficulties, he must permit me to 
dispute the truth of the doctrine.

The Government Railway 
Policy. 

Phe policy of the Government in giving 
nid to Railways as foreshadowed in the 
Resolutions published yesterday, will re- 
cefve the hearty commendation of 
the great mass of the people, Tho 
Railway policy of the late Administration 
was the crowning act of a series of good 
measures devised and carried into effect by 
that Administration, and itis gratifying to 
know that the new Ministry is determined 
to carry out that policy, in spirit at all 
events, There aro difterenses of opinion 
as tothe manner in which the Railway 
fund should be distributed,but happily for 
the interests of the Province, there is no 
controversy 4s to the propriety of appro- 
priating a large portion of the surplus to 
aid in the construction of Railways. Upon 
this point all parties are agreed, and while 
we should have proferred that. the distri~ 
bution of the fund should have been en- 
trusted to the Government, #0 long as the 
grand end aimed at is achieved, it is not 
worth quarrelling about the details. Tho 
late Government and its supporters, bow- 
ever, can take credit to themselyes for 80 
managing the affairs ofthe Province as to 
have such a large surplus,and for inaugur- 
ating ascheme which will confer such 
incalculable advantages upon the country 
‘a8 the promotion of railway undertakings. 
Those advantages can scarcely be estimated, 
The expenditure ot large sums of money 
involved in their construction gives em- 
ployment to thousands of able-bodied 
laborers and mechanica—the heart of the 
country is opened up, and large tracts of 
country made fit for settlement—tho 
mineral resources of the Province are de- 
veloped—villages spring up where there 
was nothing but a wilderness—towns be- 
come cities,and cities become vast marta of 
commerce and wealth—manufactories 
increase, and every trader and artisan feels 
the stumulating effects which the influx of 
capital produces. There is no surer sign 
ot the prosperity of a country than the 
improvement of its internal communica- 
cations, and the people of Ontario show 
true wisdom by thus encouraging the con-~

The resolutions introduced by the Goy- 
ernment fully aflirm the policy adopted by 
the late Legislature, the firat declaring that 
the Railway Fund should be maintained 
at an amount adequate to the demands 
upon it, The number of Railway schemes 
before the Legislature, and which are sup- 
posed to have a claim upon the fund,would 
more than use up that surplus, and to meet 
this demand the Government propose to 
add the sum of $400,000 to that Fund. 

In furtherance of the samy object, a new 
Fand is created to be called the Railway 
Subsidy Fund. One hundred thousand 
dollars a year for twenty years is to be set 
apart from the Consolidated Revenue Fund, 
making an aggregate of $2,000,000. The 
sum to be granted to any Railway Company 
out of this latter fund shall not be less than 
one hundred and twenty dollars, or more 
than two hundred and forty dollars per 
mile, per annum for twenty years, making

Ramwars 1x New Bronawicox.—The

An Act toamend the law aa to the fees 
ol Registrars has been introduced into the 
Ontario Legislature by the Hon, Mr, Blake. 
[t provides that the Registrar sbull be en- 
titled to retain to his owo use all fees re- 
cvived by him ip cach year up to $2,600, 
When the this 
amount, and under $8000, he eha!! retain of 
the amount in excess ninely per cent: 
When between $3,000 and $3,500, of the 
amount in excess of $3,000, eighty per cent; 
when between $3,500 and $4,000 of the 
amount in excess of $3,500, seventy per 
cent; when between $4,000 and $4,500 
sixty per centon the smount in excess of 
$4,000 ; and when in excess of $4,500 .he 
shall retain filty per cent of the sum re- 
ceived beyond $4,500, The Registrar is 
required to make a return to the chamber- 
lain and treasurer similar to that sent an- 
nually to the Provincial Secretary, and he 
is required to pay over forthe use of the 
municipality such proportions of the fees 
as he is not entitled to retain for his own 
use, The bill may undergo important 
changes before it finally becomes law.

haye many advantages, They are tbor- 
oughly organized, and have bound them- 


selves to stand or fall by their leaders. 
There 18 not a shop where half a dozen men 
are employed but has its representation in 
these Leagues. The leaders are shrewd 
enough to know, with such a backing, that 
they can seriously embarrass the employer 
by disarranging business relations,repress- 

ing enterprise, locking up capital, and are 
not without hope that they will thereby 
force complianee to their demands, There 
have been instances where the very circum- 
stances of the case compelled the employer 

to succumb for the time being. The com- 

pletion of large contracts have necessitated 
concession on tho part of the employer,and 
the men well know when and where to 
strike. But it is only a temporary triumph: 
The man who is thus forced to comply 
witb the demands of his laborers, is no 
sooner free from his difficulty than he gets 
rid of the cause that produced the difficulty 

Employers have rights as well as their 
workmen, and this fact the workingmen of 
Hamilton and of other places who follow 
their lead very conveniently ignore. A 
man has, no doubt, a right to say he will 
work so many hours for so much money, 
but hos the employer not a right to retuse 
or yield to the demand, as he may think 
proper} There aro rights on both sides, 
but the very system upon which these 
Workinginen's Leagues pre established 
ignore the rights of the employers, 


The manufacturers and tradesmen of 
Hamilton have nearly unanimously signed a 
manifesto setting forth the disadvantage of 
the nine hour movement and declaring that 
they cannot consent to comply with the 
demands of the workingmen, On Monday 
last, Mr. R. C. Bland representutive of the 
employees of Mossre, Wilson, Bowman & 
Ov,, presented to Mr. Wilson, the memorial 
from the League in favor of the nine hours 
system, The memorial was received, al- 
though the firm had previously publicly 
declared that they would not yield to the 
demand of the League, The next morning 
Mr. Bland was informed he was discharged, 
and this was the signal for the withdrawal 
of all hie comrades to the number of 70 or 
80 from the shops, and the works were 
practically closed. The men, no doubt 
anticipated the result,for they immediately 
organized marched in procession 
through the principal streets, with a view 
of intimidating other employers and 
encouraging the men of other establish- 
ments to stand by them. Now, there ia no 
question that Messrs, Wilson, Bowman & 
Co., tnd o perfect right to discharge Mr. 
Bland. Nay, more,in justice to themselves, 
to the position they had publicly, assumed 
and to discountenance the act of terrorism 
which Mr. Bland and his League held 
over them, they were bound show 
their disapproval of the act by the prompt

Teachers’ Association, 


The usual monthly meeting of the South 
Hastings Teachers Association was held on 
Saturday last in School House No. 3, 
Belleville, There were $8 teachers present, 


The chair was taken at 10 o’clock, a. m,, 
by Mr, Inspector Johnson, The minutes of 
last meeting haying been read and confirm- 
ed the Chairman called upon Mr, Osborne, 
Sidney, to illustrate his eystem of instruc- 
tion in the first four rulea—Simple and 
Compound—upon which Arithmetic is 
based. Mr, Osborne said by way ofa pre- 
liminary remark, that he was guided by s 
strict obseryance of two rules while dis- 
charging his duty in the School room, 
namely, simplicity in the arrangement of 
his method of instruction, and repetition to 
inspire confidence in the minds of his, pup- 
ils, thereby securing the attainment of 
three essential requisites to make a ripe 
Arithmetician—accuracy, neatness and de- 
patch, 

He condemned with much emphasis the 
use of the fingers pr slate strokes in count- 
ing, (Hear,bear,from all parts of the room,) 
as he regarded such aids in the lightof a 
serious drawback to the pupils’ progress in 
Arithmetic, moreover it required no ordin- 
ary patience on the part of both pupil and 
teacher to break off the habit. To obviate 
this difficulty the most successful method 
to be adopted is found in the adding up 
of a single line of units, the repetition of 
which conjuimtly with mental counting 
goldom fai) to make the pupil an expert in 
the ‘ Addition Table’ in its extended form. 
Mr, Osborne aims to impart to bis pupils 
clearly defined ideas of the local value of 
figures in the operation of these rules in 
their regular order, including Decimals, 
Addition, Subtraction, Multiplication and 
Division both simple and compound, were 
very simply, yet learnedly elucidated in a 
pleasurable and profitable way, reflecting 
great credit upon his superior abitities asa 
successful teacher of youth. It would he 
said occupy from four to six sessions to 
give the pupil a thorough knowledge of 
the rules referred to, aud then he would 
not stand jn further need of a tencher in 
Arithmetic (Applauae),

The Infallibilltty Degma, 


IMPORTANT MOVE AMONG THE PARIS CLERGY. 
The Paris correspondent of the London 
Daily News forwards, under date of the 5th, 
to hisjournal the following telegram : 


The rabid ultramontanism of thie new Arch 

bishop of Paris, recently Hippolyte of Tours, 
has produced a serious schism among the 
Paris clergy. M. Michaud, the Vicar of the 
Madelaine, who is an honorary canon of 
Chalovs,in a letter to the Archbishop, dated 
this day, resigns all his ecclesiastical prefer- 
ments, The reason he gives for this step is 
that the Archbishop requires the clergy not 
only publicly to profess belief in the dogma 
of the Papal infallibility, but to believe it 
sincerely in their hearts. M. Michaud de- 
clares open war against the Archbishop, and 
directly defies the excommunication which 
he expects will be launched against him. He 
cares nothing for the scandal which he 
knows his protest will cause, He will re- 
main a priest and a Catholic, but a Catholic 
bellfeving with regard to Jesus Christ what 
has been everywhere, always and by 
everybody believed, and notin a belief de- 
creed bya manin Rome just as fallible as 
himself. He acta not merely on his own 
account, but fora party inthe Church, and 
announces that to-morrow a committee will 
assemble at his house, 74 Boulevard Neully, 
in connection with Russian,German,English, 
Italian and Spanish committees, and that as 
s00n as sufficient funds are collected churches 
will be opened independent of the Ultramon- 
tane Episcopacy. The priests, led by the 
Abbe Michaud, will not allow the Pope to 
supplant Christ by the Syllabus, I regard 
this anti-Papal movement as one of trans- 
cendant importance.

Poison Cheese. 


Before the Amencan Dairymen'a Cons 
yention, held at Utica, N. Y., Mr. L. B. 
Arnold delivered an interesting address, in 
which he devoted a good of deal of atten- 
tion to poison chedas. He spoke of the dif- 
ferent changes ‘which milk goes through 
when the cows drink stagnant water ; and 
he explained bow the tungi inthe water en- 
ter the blood, yo into the milk, and rapidly 
develop atter itis drawn from the cow, 
He alluded to Prof. Law’s experiment with 
milk furuished for daily consumption. The 
professor traced the fangus from the water 
through the cow, and in her milk ; and he 
expressed the opinion that the partakers of 
thp milk are likely to have the fungi iutro- 
duced in their circulation, where they will 
cause mote or less irritation and fever, and 
possibly death. A drop of the impregnated 
blood was put in an ounce of healthy milk. 
It was shook well and corked closely. 
Three days after the milk was filled with 
full grown plants, ‘These germs ftom the 
water are carried into the vascular system : 
they act there as a ferment, interrupt the 
circulation, and produce fever. The tem~ 
perature of the body of the cow giving the 
tainted milk, from which Prof. Law drew 
the blood, was 102. All these results have 
a direct bearing in relation to poison cheese. 
‘rhey teach us the importance of giving ove 
stock pure water to drink. If you have not 
clear running streams in your pastures, then 
dig wells, and make proviajon foraupplying 
your horses and cattle with cool water from 

the bowels of the earth, Some farmers ara 
of the opinion, that stagnant pond water is. 
plenty good enough for their cows to drink, 
If Mr. Arnold’s lecture will help to dispel, 


this false impression, he will be well repaid 
for the trouble of making tedious experi - 
ments, — Zurf, Field and Farin, 


Praoning Fruit Trees. 


As, there is. at present but little work 
that can be advantageously performed out 
of doora—we mean 80 fanas floriculture is 
concerned—and as the thorough practice 
of “pruoing ” is but little attended ty or 
thoughtot by amateurs, we feel that we 
shall be rendering the most practical aer- 
vice for the time 1n giving some plain and 
acknowledged suggestions upon the sub- 
ject. The mystery of pruning consists in 
being wall acquainted with the mode of 
the bearing of the different sorts of trees» 
and forming an early jadgment of the 
future shoote and branches, and many. 
other olroumstances, for which somé prin— 
Cipal: rales maybe given; but therd are 
particulnf instances which cannot be judged 
of but npon the’ spot. These depend 
chiefly upon practice aod~ observation, 
Peaches, nectarines, apricots, ike,, all pro~ 
duce their fruit principally upon the young 
wood of a.yéar old—thatis, the shoot pro- 
duced this year will bear the year, follow~ 
ing; ao thut/ia “all these trees # general 
supply of the beat shoots of each year must 
bo everywhere preserved at regular din- 
tances from the bottom to the extremity of 
"the tree off every aide ; byt in winter prun- 
ing OF géneral shortyning, leas or more, 
according to the atrength of the different 
shoots, la necessary in order to promote 
their throwing out an, effectual aupply of 
young wood the enaulng summer jn proper 
places tor training for the succeeding year's 
bearing. 

Vines also produce their fruit always 
upon the young wood shoots of the same 
yenr, ariding from the eyes of last yoar's 
wood: only, and mast, therefore, have « 
genoral supply of the beat regular shoots of 
each your, which, in wintor” pruning, 
must be shortened to a fow oyea—{n order 
to force Out shoots from the lower parte 
only, properly situated to lay ia for bear~ 
ing the following year. Apple, pear, plum 
and cherry trees bear principally, oo spurs 
arlalng in the wood—of from two or threo 
to ton. or twonty yeare old—the same 


| branohes and. spurs cootinually bearing a 


grout namber of yours, #0 that, having once 
procured ® proper sot of branohes in the 
manuer alroady directed to form a spread

ORANGE PROCESSION. 


The 140th anniversary of George Wash~ 
ington's birth was appropriately celebrated 
Now York, 

The day having been madoa legal holi- 
day,all public official business was suspend. 
ed. Wall strect was deserted, The Pos 
Office was open only two honors in the morn- 
ing, and the Cuotom House did business for 
only one hour. The police court transacted 
no business after 12 P.M. The flag of 
the United States floated in the cold, brisk 
breeze from every flagstaff; the ferry boats 
and yessels in the river made a fine display 
of bunting. The City Hall and large hotels 

flew the Stars and Stripes. The wholesale 
houses were generally closed, aod the retail 
houses on the line of the procession’s march 

followed their example. 

The dawn of the day was beautiful and 

clear, but very cold, and the high wind that 
raged all day ‘constantly kept clouds of 
blinding dust in the air that made trayel 
very unpleasant, Yet as early as ten o'clock 
groups of men, composed principally’ ot 
laborers, loungers, and a few detectives, 
began to gather about Washington ‘Square, 
and by 10:30 the sidewalks and doorsteps 
were thronged with men, women, dad 
half frantic boys, who scarcely knew what 
was up, but were determined to see it all. 
Bands of music began to arrive, platoons of 
policemen entered the Park, and washed and 
girded Marshals’ careered about on their 
steeds without any seeming purpose. 

Ata quarter to 11 o'clock the lodges of 
Orangemen moved in on the north side ot 
square from Broadway. ‘Lhe American 
Protestunt) Association followed, and the 
Grand Marshal, Dr. J. H. Johnson, arrang- 
ed the procession, The square by this 
lime was almost full of spectators. A gen- 
eral spirit of good nature prevailed. 

The American Protestant Association 
were placed at the head of the procession, 
fucing Up Fifth avenue, The members 
wore black ‘suits, high black hats, white 
gloves, with a sash and rosette of red, 
White and. blue, Each lodge was preceded 
bya band.

(Hear, hear) But he su ge 
gested the withdrawal of the bill and that 
they wuit another year and mature a scheme, 
Hon. Mr. Wood said that all the temper- 
ance advocates required was « limitation ot 
the number of licenses, and an inspector to 
see that the law was enforced, But the 
truth is, the law already provides all that 
1 necessary, and if people will not obey 
the Jaw, it is useless to ask ‘the House to 
pass other laws. The present statute was 
sufficiently strict, 

Hon. Mr, Blake thought the first steps 
should be taken by temperance people,who 
ought to organizesome method of watching 
that the law was comphed with, and that 
public opinion should be sufficiently atrong 
before it was possible to legislate on the 
subject.

(Brom the London Times of Feb, 6,) 


Let us, then, once more state clearly 
what it 18 and what it is not 
to which Great Britain objects in the Amer- 
ican case, Itisthe more necessary ty do 
this because some of our New York con- 
temporaries seem to be laboring under a 
Strange confusion of thought as to the 
objects and limits of the Geneva Arbitration 
Soticipating extravagant “counter claims” 
onthe part of Great Britain. We neod 
hardly inform our readers that no counter 
claim whatever has been made or could 
have been made in the British case, It was 
an essential condition of the Geneva Arbi 
tration that it should take cognizance of 
American claims against Great Britain, and 
the consent of Great Britain to place her- 
selfin this unfavourable position, without 
the power of pleading a set off, was one of 
the main concessions made in consideration 
of “indirect losses” being struck out of the 
United States’ account. There Were, how- 
ever, other concessions of equal importance 
collectively amounting to a sacrifice, which 
it is absurd to suppose Great Britain could 
have made without any equivalent what- 
ever. By deviating from all diplomatic 
tradition and precedent so far isto record 
4n expression of national regret in the pre-

which is wasted during lumbering opera-

As civilization advances and railroads are 
built, the forests are mown down with a 
tuthless hand, he New York Tribune 
alluding to the destruction of timber 2 
the States, urges the people to plant forests 
of choice timber extensively and at oncw, 
It says:

Another Ecclesiastical Rebel. 


A great sensation has been produced in 
France, and indeed, to some extent, 
throughout Europe, by the deflance which 
the Abbe Michaud, Vicar of the Madeline 
and Honorary Canon of Chalons has thrown 
down to the Archbishop of Paris. Tho 
Archbishop,who 18 an ardent Ultramontanist 
informed his clergy that they were not only 
outwardly to profess their assent to the doc- 
trine of the Pope's infallibility,but inwardly 
to believe it. This was the occasion of the 
Abbe Michaud’s reyolt. He does not be- 
lieve the doctrine and will not pretend to. 
He resignsall his preferments in the church, 
but says that being still a priest he will 


COntinue to actin that character as often as 
opportunity offers, baptizing, burying, 
marrying, administering extreme unction, 
and,in his own rooms, performing’ mass, 
He reminds the Archbishop that, in the 
days of persecution, the faithful bad ww 
hold their meetings and celebrate the mys- 
teries of their religion where they could: 
He considers that a new period of persecu- 
tion has arrived, the only difference being 
that the persecuting power is one within 
the church instead of one outside it. The 
Abbe seems to be a sturdy, unflinching 
kind of man, and it will bo interesting to 
observe what effect his course of action will 
have upon Catholic opinion in France and 
elsewhere, Ibis somewhat singular that 
Notre Dame and the Madeline, two of the 
principal churches in Paris, should, within 
a short time, have furnished two such 
ecclesinatical rebels as Pere Hyacinthe and 
the Abbe Michaud, 


Grerna Green,—Gretna Green is a small 
village of Scotland, in the county.of Dum- 
fries, not a long distauce from the English 
border. Its name will be immortal in the 
world of romance for its fame as the place 
where an immense number of runaway mar- 
riages were formerly celebrated. The cere- 
mony consisted in an admission before 
witneases by the parties that they wero hus- 
band and wife,that being sufficient,accord— 
ing to the law of Scotland, to constitute a 
valid marriage. The certifloate was signed 
by the officiating functionary—of late years 
a blacksmith, who earned more in a week 
by this irregular means than by his trade 
in 4 year—after which it was signed by two 
Witnesses, and the union of the runaways 
becamo legal and indissoluble, except by 
recourse to the divorce courte. When the 
parties were English, the marriage service 
of the Church of England was sometimes 
used, generally to allay the awakening ap- 
prehensions of the bride, The number of 
clundes:ine marriages celebrated at Gretna 
Green, und two or three other border villa 
ges, averaged nearly 500 a year. The abuses 
growing out of this irregular practice be- 
came #0 glaring that in 1865.9uch marciages
